L {Exclusive Dispatch. ] Carrie Na- 
tion, the "Medicine Lodge Saloon 
smasher,” died is a sanatorium here 
shortly after 7 o'clock this evening. 

Mrs. Nation succumbed to paare 
from which she had been suffering 
for a long perted. Ceveral monte 
ago her condition was so critica} that 
it was believed she could not survive 
more than a few weeks, but shé ral 
lied. 
Recently she began to fall rapidly, 
and today the physician in attendances 
announced that life could not be pro- 
longed through the night. 

Mrs. Nation first emerged from the 
obscurity which had wrapped her for 
half a century, wheu she started upon 
her career as a saloon wrecker i 
1900. It was in June 6 of that year 
that a stout, matronly woman With a 
broad countenance went out into her 
back yard at Medicine Lodge, Kan. 
and collecting six or weven bricks, 
wrapped them separately in Trag=j 
ments of old néwspapers.. Thus 
equipped, she set out in a buggy for 
the neighboring town of Kiowa, 
where she smashed three saloons In @ 
single day. 

FAMOUS OVER NIGHT, 

Next morning the news went over 
tie country, Mrs. Nation woke up 
famous; Kiowa was on the map end 
the whole country laughed. Wncour- 
aged by the applause of the prohibi- 
tion forces in Kansas, Mra. Nation 
then embarked seriously upon the 
business of carrying terror and con- 
fusion to the saloon-keepers of the 
land. She was fairly successful. 

Later on Mrs. Nation was welcomed 
on the lecture platform and even en- 
tered the overcrowded ranks of vaude- 
ville. Her personal emblem was the 
hatchet. 

Mrs. Nation made «ne visit to Chi- 
cago during which she smashed one 
saloon. After that the police watched 
her so closely she did not have an 
opportunity to do any more damage. 

In the early part of 1909, Mrs. Na- 
tion made a trip to England, taking 


ner hatchet with her, and got inte 


trouble the moment she tanded. As the 
result of a raid on the saloon at Néw- 
castie-on-Tyne, she was arrested and 
fined. Later, while speaking in Can- 
terbury Music Mall, che was beoed, 
hissed and pelted with eggs. A week 
afterward, in London, she was af- 
rested and fined for smashing a glas 
cigarette sign with an umbrella, 

- So persistent was Mr. Nation in ad- 
vancing her propaganda that she had 
been In jail more times than the most 
hardened criminal, for wrecking 
bars and furnishings and otherwise 
disturbing the peace, Mrs. Nation had 
been under arrest at Wichita three 
times, at Topeka seven times, at Kan- 
eas City once, at Coney Island oe at 
Pittsburgh three times, at Los Ange 
les, at San Francisco, at Scrantéd and 
Philadelphia and at other places. - 

BORN IN KENTUCKY.” 

Mrs. Nation was born in Kentucky 
sixty-four years ago. Her maden 
name was Moore. She lived near 
former Senator Blackburn's home ahd 
was a schoolmate of his Her mother 
died in an asylum for the insane, ber 
particular hallucination being that 
she was Queen Victoria. Mra. Na- 
tion was twice married. Her first hug- 
band died of drink and this caused 
her to lean to temperance agitation, 
in whieh her second husband had no 
interest whatever.

How far they have wandered from 
Jehovah is still further revealed in 
the fact that a multitude of the peo- 
ple from the northern kingdom ate 
the Passover without that ceremonial 
cleansing which was erjoined; evi- 
dently being in ignorance thereof, as 
is demonstrated by the tenderness of 
Hezekiah’s prayer for them. The 
keeping of the Passover was followed 
by a time of rejoicing so that it ts 
deciared, “There was great joy in 
Jerusalem. for since the time of Solo- 
mon the son of vid, King of {srael, 
there was not the like in Jerusalem.” 


The Teaching. 
. The main value of this study is 
the} gained by centering the attention 
upon Hezekiah, and the line of his 
procedure. He began with himself. 
as his declaration to the Levites, it 
is in mine heart to make a covenant 
with Jehovah,” reveals. That was 
the language of definite determina- 
tion, rather than that of sentimental 
inclination. Hesekiah first took a 
lonely but rfectiy definite stand for 
God. Having taken this stand, he 
called priests and Levites to cleanse 
the Temple, and the state of things 
resulting from the reign of Ahaz is 
reveaied in the fact that it took these 
men sixteen days to do nothing else 
than carry out the filth accumulated 
within the sacred precincts. After this 
was accomplished, his next appeal 
was to the princes, who were com- 
manded to make an offering for a sin 
Offering for the Kingdom and for the 
sanctuary and for Judah. These 
things were followed by the great 
Passover and that in turn was fol- 
lowed by the breaking in pieces of 
obelisks, and the hewing down of 
Asherin, and the demolition of high 
places and of false altars. 

This is the true line of reformation: 
first, a man convinced and consecrated 
for initiation: then judgment begin- 
ning at the house of God. The Tem- 
ple has no power in the nation while 
it harbors pollution within its courts. 
Following this judgment in the house 
of God there must be recognition by 
the rulers of their responsibility to- 
ward Him. Beyond this there must 
be the return of the rank and file to 
ithe consciousness of God, and to that 
| worship which is an expression of con- 
fidence. Finally, with the restoration 
of the true there must be the result- 
ant breaking down of the false. for 
there can be no agreement between 
the Temple of God and idols. 
| The Golden Text. 

The golden text consist of the words 
in which Jehovah rebuked Samuel 
when he imagtned that Eliab the first 
born was the chosen King. and re- 
vealed the fact that God's choices of 
those to co-operate with Him are al- 
ways dependent upon character.

Danger of the Thing Solemnly Pointed Out 
0 by National Leaders. 

From now until the voting day in October 
next Californians should give earnest 
thought to the proposition to corporate 
a provision for the recall of the judiciary 
into the State statutes. The Times is not 
in favor of such adoption for reasons al- 
ready stated and others which will be dis- 
cussed in its columns later. In the mean- 
time, it is profitable to note the views enter- 
tained and expressed on this subject by 
leading public men. 
Addressing the New York State Legisia- 
ture at Albany a few days ago, Senator

What sort of a judge would you have 
under that system—a judge who would 
feel that after any decision, if he might 
offend powerful interests, If he might 
offend some great politician, if he might 
offend some great corporation empiloy- 
ing thousands of men, or some great 
labor union which might hold the bal 
ance of power, he would be subject to 
recall? What sort of justice would you 
have under such a system? Why, your 
judge, inatead of going to the sources 
of the law and to the fountains of ju- 
risprudence before deciding a case, 
would go out and look at the weather 
vane. He might be put on trial before 
the very mob from whose lawless ven- 
geance he had just rescued a prisoner. 
“But you say these things cannot at- 
fect a judge. Why, there is nothing in 
the character of the office, if you make 
the man’s tenancy of it dependent upon 
the popular favor of the moment, that 
would change the nature of the man.“ 
Note the convincing words of Congress 
man Grumpacker of Indiana: 

“The application of the recall to the 
judiciary is a grave menace to the in- 
tegrity and independence of the courts. 
I have great respect for the courts and 
high regard for most of the judges. Oc- 
casionally a weak judge may be select- 
ed, and occasionally a strong judge may 
make a mistake in the decision of a 
question of law or fact. But in the 
main judges of our courts are able, yhon- 
est, fearless men. The courts are the 
bulwark of free institutions; they are 
the citadel of Mherty and justice; and 
they must always be free to administer 
law and justice without fear or favor. 
Under the elective system they should 
be especially protected against the bale 
ful influence of party politics. The ten- 
dency of the recall applied to the judl- 
clary would be to make cowards and 
sycophants of judges. The equation of 
public sentiment would enter more or 
‘less into the decision of «very question 
of general importance.”

Does be summon to his ald 
the judicial learning of the ages and in- 
voke the spirit of passionless justice to 
guide him? Or does he see in the grim 
and earnest faces of the contestants the 
imminence of a recall which will put 
him to shame before his neighbors? 

“It will strike from the splendid struc- 
ture of free government the arch upon 
which it has come to rest with unshaken 
confidence.
